DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-1 1 are drawn to communicating with a private or public 
telecommunications system, classified in class 370, subclass 352. 

II. Claims 12-40 are drawn to public network gateways and private network 
gateways, classified in class 370, subclass 401 .
